The atreeta 
presented an animated appearance at an 
early hour, nearly every breast bearing 
the beloved shamrock of Ireland or a 
piece of green ribl>on, ahowing that in 
.tMa«ltf-tb«re is a profoaod respect for 
tb^aoaa ann daughtera of the Emerald 
Sal*. 

Daring th* uoniag lionra large con- 
giegationa aaaenblad at the Cathedral, 
4lt. Iionia Bartrand'a, tb« Sacred Heart, 
Chnrch of the Bleaaed Sacrament, St. 

Brigid's Holy Name, St. CcdUa's, Church 
of Our Lady, Holy Croat, St. Michael's, 
St. Charles' and St. WilliHm's churches 
to assist at the holy sacrifice offered iu 
honor of Erin's patron saint and her 
faltbfnl people. But it was at St. Pat- 
.f}^*0Cbnrtb that the most brilliant ser 
vice* took place. A* early aa 9 o'clock 
people began to arriva fraai all qnartera 
of the city, and long before the begin* 
aing of the solemn high tnaaa aUading 
room was at a premium and late arrivals 
were unable to gain admission to the 
church. 

The preparations for the festival of the 
.patron saint of St. Patrick's were elab- 
•rate and perfect in every detail. Visit- 
lag clergy aiaembled at the rectory and 
promptly at 10 o'clock the magnificent 
proceaaion, beaded by acolytea and a 
large number of altar boya, proceeded 
down the main alale tad entered th* 
sanctuary, which waa banked with palma, 
ferns and cut flowerfc The three altera 
were ablaze with myriads of lights, and 
as the thirty-one priests ascended the 
altar steps the organ and splendid choir 
pealed forth a joyous anthem. Very 
Bev. Vicar General Cronin, rector of St. 
Fatrick'a, waa the celebrant of the mass; 
B*T. Patrick Walah. of the Sacred Heart 
charch, being the d«*con, and Rev. 
Father O'Snllivaa, of th* Charch of th* 
Blaaacd Sacrameat, aetiag aa aab-daacon 
After the goipal the Rev. Pntbcr Thomas 
J. Hayes, of Bowling Or**B. aaeended the 
pulpit and preached one of th* moat elo- 
quent an<l scholarly sermons ever heard 
on a similar occasion. Father Hayes 
dwelt most on the life of St. Patrick and 
the loyalty of the Irish people to the 
faith he planted in Erin's green isle. 
ITfaat same faith, be said, wonld prevail 
to the ead of tiflM. pad he urged the 
•ona and danghtara of St. Patrick and 
th*lr deaoendanoa to ao Uvcaatopccaenre 
the Instre they bad died apontheauelves 
<or fifteen centuries and act an example 
for all other Christian nations. SeaU had 
been reserved for the visiting National 
oflScers of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians, who were accompanied by the 
'Kentucky SUte and County Board offi- 
eera of this city. After the mass and as 
th* dergy and viaitors were leaving the 
.cbnreh the organist pUyed national airs 
and hymna of Ireland. The musical pro- 
gramme was a splendid one and waa excel- 
lently rendered. 

After the chnrch aerricea Natioaal 
SecreUry James Carroll and Preddent 
O'Neill, of Co'unihus, and Prerident 
O'Brien, of Urbana, Ohio, who were 
guests of honor, were taken by National 
Director George BuUer. John Mulloy 
and William M. Higgins to dinner, 
after wbidi they entered carriages and 
vlaited poiata of tatereat in the city and 
viewed the larger of oar Catholic educa- 
tional and chariUble iaadtatkma. 

At night the great initiation and ban- 
quet, for which th* Biberaiana bad beea 
preparing since th* firat of th* y**r, 



took place, and it is gratifviag to th* 

Kentucky Irish American tob*abl*tO 
say that not one word of disappointment 
was heard. The auditorium of the 
Scottish Rite Cathedral had been taste- 
fully decorated with the emblems of the 
order and the United States and Irish 
(legs intertwined. Owing to the fact 
that all ooald aot b* ooated at the 
baaqaot ooaM imalbm att*ad*d other 
edebfatloaa, but notalttaatoadiag thia 
thera vroa a apleadid gotbadag, many 
bdng oeote^ in the balcony. The fonr 
Secretariea were kept busy receiving fees 
and issuing cards and it was therefore 
SMO o'clock when the small army of new 
candidates and the guard of honor, 
headed by Capt. Joe McGinn and Lieut. 
Tom Fitzgibbon, entered the ball to 
receive the degreea and became members 
of th* grandad and atrong*d Irish 
CathoUe otgooltatloa the worid ho* over 
known. Am tha a*« monban «0Bllaa*d 
to enter th* iwpdM incrcaaed, aod whan 
they came to a standstill and it was 
observed that the hall wns filled to its 
utmost capacity there was an outburst of 
applause that nothing could restrain. 

Forming in platoons, the hundreds of 
candidates were presented to Oracle 
Dave Rdlly, Bard Jamea Barry and 
Pattkiaa Patrick T. dnllivan, who in 
tnrn coafatfed th* i t gti m la OMd 
impr*adv* and iadmetlva maaaar, aod 
th* l*aaon was one that not a single can- 
didate will ever forget. During the entry 
the o<les of the order and songs of Ire- 
land were sweetly rendered under the 
direction of D. J. Cqleman and Tom 
Keenan, Jr., and added much to the 
work of the evening. The work of the 
entire degree team was perfect and 
showed careful study and training. It 
waa th* laiged iaiitiation ever witneaaed 
in tUa oection of th* oonatry aa wdl aa 
the most ancceadnl, and abounded in the 
spirit of friendship and unity. Just as 
the last words of Patrician Sullivan were 
uttered the electric sunburst of Ireland 
illumined the room with pleasing effect. 

While the hundreds were lined up and 
just before starting for the banquet hall 
Patrician Sullivan called to the stage the 
National, State and County officers, after 
which James Barty. Pr*aid*nt of Dividon 
1. stepped forward and in a happy ad- 
dress, in which he said Dividon 1 was 
the mother of State Presidents, notable 
among them J.-iines Rogers, M.irtin Cu- 
sick and Thomas Keenan, presenleil the 
latter with a handsome and costly cvit- 
^lass water set of twenty-four pieces as a 
token of appreciation from bis dividon 
for the good work be haa performed as 
Divlalon. Coanty and State Preaidcnt. 
The snrptiae waa complete to noarly all 
present, and ao ovaroom* waa Stat* 
President Keenan J^at wlMniwignfe to 
acknowledge the testimonlar fee conia ~ 
not utter a word. His feelings were ap- 
parent to all and spoke more than the 
most eloquent speech he ever delivered. 

Neat followed adjournment to the ban- 
qaot room, whet* bobm taw ov*r SOO men, 
replanting th* pcofaaaioaa, aMicaatUe 
aad mecbaaieal poimita, mr* aoated at 
the tables that extended th* fall length 
of the hall. These were illuminated with 
lights of delicate tint and presented a 
most cheerful sight. An orchestra dis- 
coursed Irish and American airs while 
justice was done the splendid menu, in 
keeping with the day and season and 
admirably served by Klein. The ban- 
qnd was served In courses and it was 
midnight when the coffee and cigars 
were reached. 

National Director Oeorg* Bntler, act- 
ing as toastmaster, with hia face wreathed 
in smiles, after a short but felicitous ad- 
dress, in which he welcomed those who 
had that evening become members of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, introduced 
National Secretary James Carroll, whose 
response to the toast, "Our Order," was 
indeed a genuine aurprise. A speaker of 
the high*d order, bit addrees abounded 
la aiadi.froBi tha ovht aadcat atory that 
ia *v*r B*w. H* idatod th* work and 
mitdoB of th* Hib*mtana dnriqg paat 
centuries, and doaed with a tribute to 
Kentucky Irishmen and women that 
evoked round after round of applause. 

The other toasts were responded to by 
Newton G. Rogers, Judge Matt 
O'Doherty and Tbouaa Walah, the attor- 
ney. All were of an iaatmctlv*, patriotic 
and religiona ton* aad wire greatly 
enjoyed by all who beard tham. Late aa 
waa tha hour and with a hold day's work 
before many acarcely one man left until 
after the benediction and singing of 
"America," which brought to a close the 
most notable observance of St. Patrick's 
day in America. The three last named 
speakers held the closest attention, the 
reference of Newton G. Rogers to the 
Kentndty Irish American and Judge 
O'Doherty'a qaotatloa of the words of 
of Heary Ctay; **that Kaataciky waa the 
Irdand of America," oaoolng vodferous 
applanae. Tom Waldi at tbnea had the 
aaaemblage convulaed with laughter and 
again in a serious mood. 

Before the adjournment the Kentucky 
Irish American asked Secretary Carroll 
ancl his colleagues how they were 
impressed with the work of the day and 
evening, and in reply the former gave 
expresdon to the following, which waa 
heartily iadecaad by Meaara. O'NdU and 
O'Btiea:

It is with feelings of extreme regret 
that the news of the death at Indianap- 
olis on St. Patrick's day of Peter Mor- 
bach, the aged father of Prof. Edward 
Mortaocta, waa received in this dty. The 
deceaaed hod frequently vidted here and 
was well known to many Loniadlle peo- 
ple. He waa for years a prominent mem- 
ber of St. Mary's church in Indianap- 
olis, where the funeral services were held 
Monday morning. Prof, and Mrs. Mor- 
bach Idt for Indianapolis as soon as the 
sad intelligence reached here, attending

President Roovevett delivered a noUble 
address on St, Patrick's day in New 
York City, where he was thegoeat of the 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick. It 1* esti- 
mated that more than 60,000 people took 
part in the great parade on St. Patrick's 
day in the metropolis. The banquet was 
held at Delmonico'a. Immediately back 
of and above the seat of the President 
w*r* th* Gaelic words "Caed mUle fail- 
tfa*," la latter* of fire, dgalfylng "a 
bnndtod thooaaad wd k o m ea." 

To th* right aadllaft of the guests' 
table were fine meddlions of Washing- 
ton and Roosevelt, illnminaled by unique 
electrical effects. 

The President was introduced by Judge 
Fitzgerald and in response said: 

"Long before the outbreak of the revo- 
lution there had b^un on the soil of the 
colonies, which afterward became the 
United Statea, that mixture of races 
which haa b**n aad •till it on* of the 
mod importaat f*at«i*a in onr hiatory as 
a people. At the time, early ia the 
eighteenth century,' when the immi- 
grants from Ireland began first to come 
in numbers to this country, the race ele- 
ments in our population were still im- 
perfectly fused, and for some time the new 
Irish strain waa cloarly distinguishable 
from the others. There was a peculiarity 
about these immigrants who came from 
Ireland to the ooloniea during the eight- 
eenth century whldi haa never been par- 
alld*d la th* caa* Of any othar immi- 
grante whatever. In all other cases, 
since the very first settlements, the push- 
ing westward of the frontiers has been 
due primarily to the^aeu of native birth. 
But the immigrants from Ireland in 
the seventeenth century pushed boldly 
through the settled districts and planted 
themselves as the advance squad of the 
conquering ddlisation on the borders of 
the Indian-bunted wilderness. In Maine 
and Northern New Hmmpahire, ia Weat- 
em Pennsylvania, Virgbda aad North 
Carolina alike thia was true. 

By the time the revolution broke oat 
tkeae men had begun to mix with tbdr 
fellows of other stocks and they furnished 
their full share of leadership in the great 
struggle which made us a nation. Among 
thdr ntuiber was Commodore John 
Barry, one of three or four officers to 
whom onr infant navy owed most. On 
land they faraUhed Generals like Mont- 
gomery, who fdl to glodondy at Qn*> 
bee, and Snllivan, th* eonqacror of the 
Iroquois, who came of a Now Hampshire 
family which furnished Governors to 
three New England States, while the 
continental troops of the hardest fighters 
among Washington's Generals, Mad 
Anthony Wayne, were recruited so 
largely from this stock that Light Horse 
Harry Lee always refendl to them as 
th* line of Ireland.' 

"Mor auMt w* forgd that of thia aam* 
Bto:k th*r* was a b^dnring the da^a of 
th* rtvolatlon, whoaftarward baeama th* 
chief American General of hia time, and 
as Prerident one of the public men who 
left his impress most deeply upon our 
nation, old Andrew Jackson, the victor 
of New Orleans. 

"In the second great crisis of our 
country's history — the period of the civil 
war— the part played by the men of Irish 
birth or parentage was no lata atrikiag 
thaa it had boon la th* tovolation. 
Among Uw thia* or foarRMOt Ooncrals 
who led the Northern army la th* war 
stood Phil Sheridan. 

"Some of those whom I am now ad- 
dressing 8erve<l in that immortal brigade 
which on the fatal day of Fredericksburg 
left ita dead closest to the stone wall 
which marked the limit that could not 
be overpassed even by the highest human 
valor, / 

"The p*opl* who hav* oom* to thla 
country from Irdand hav* eoatrlbntod to 
the stock of oar common dtxenahip qaaU- 
tiea whidi are aaoeatld to th* wdfai* of 
our great nation. They are a maotarfnl 
race of rugged character — a race the 
qualities of whose womanhood have be- 
come proverbial, while its men have the 
elemental, the indispensable virtues of 
working hard in time of peace and fight- 
ing haid in time of war. In every walk 
of life men of this blood have stood and 
now atand pr*.*ndn*at aa atateamen and 
aa aoldiera, on the beach, at the bar and 
in bodaeaa. Th*y ar* ddng thdr fall 
abare toward the artistic and literary de- 
velopment of the country. And right 
here let me make a special plea to you 

"We Americans take a juat pride in 
the development of our great univeraities, 
and^more and more we are Becking to 
provide for origiual and creative work in 
theae univeraities. I hope that an earnest 
effort will be made to endow chairs in 
American univerntiea for the study of 
Cdtlc literature and for research la Odtic 
aatiqnttiaa. It ia oaly of toeoat ymn 



have so large a Celtic strain in our blood, 
can not afford to be behindhand in the 
work of adding to modern scholarship by 
bringing within its ken the great Celtic 
literature of the past. 

"My fellow-countrymen, I have spoken 
especially of what has been done for this 
natioa of oan by ita «ona of Iiiah blood. 
But. ttm nil, la apddciag to yoa or any 
othor body of my f dlow-dtisMO, ao aiat< 
tor tnm what old worid coaatry tb«y 
tbemaelves or thdr forefather! wmf have 
come, the great thing to remember is 
thst we are all of us Americans. Let us 
keep onr pride in the stocks from which 
we have sprnng, but let us show that 
pride not by holding aloof one from an- 
other, least of all by preaerdng the old 
world jealondee and bittem e ssiss, but by 
Jdning In a aplrit of generooa rivalry to 
sec wUeh eoa do and for oar great com- 
mon oonatry. 

'a&aoricialam la aot a matter of cr**d 
or birthplace or deacent. That man It 
the be.i^t American who has in him the 
American spirit, the American aoul. 
Such a man fears not the strong and 
harms not the weak. He scorns what is 
base or cruel or diahonest. He looks 
beyond the acddenU of occupation or 
aodal condition and hails each of his 
fellow-dtiscna as hia brother as k ing 
nothing aav* that aach rital) treat the 
othor OB hit worth *• a nan. and that 
they ahall jdn togdher to do all that in 
them lies for the uplifting of thia mighty 
and vigorous people. In our veins runs 
the blood of many an old world nation. 

We are kin to each of those nations, 
and yet identical with none. Our policy 
should be one of cordial friendship for 
all, and yd wa ahoiild keep bdor* onr 
eyes th* fact that w* onradvca are a 
separate people, with our own ideal* and 
atandarda and doatiaad. whethwr for bet- 
ter or for wjrae, to work oat a wholly 
new national typ*. lb* fate of the 
twentieth century will in no amdl de- 
gree depend upon the quality of dHzen- 
ship developed on this continent. Surely 
such a thought must thrill us with the 
resolute purpose so to bear ourselves that 
the name American shall atand as the 
symbd of jnat, generous and fearless 
deallag with all men and ell nations. 
Ld na h* trtte to onradv**, for w* then 
can not be false to any man."

The atoamahlpa arriving from Irish 
ports at New York during the week just 
preceding St. Patrick's day brought many 
thousands of shamrocks. The little tre- 
foils came in letters and packages and 
were destined for many parts of the 
country. They were nearly all delivered 
bdore St. Patrick's day, to the enjoy- 
ment of which they greatly added. Much 
poetry k liakad vrith th* duunrock and 
wdl kaowa veraes war* writtea oo oMny 
of the packagea, th* fird noticed being: 
"St. Patrick's day is here again. 
And a dear good saiut was he; 
May his blessing fall on one and all 
At home and o'er the sea." 
On another was the following: 
"I send you this shamrock, 
. Jnd free from the aod. 
With a greetiag from home 
Aad a bteaalag from Ood." 
Many of th* oavdope* had b*come 
opened from the moiatnre of sod aprig, 
but very, very few of the miadvc* had to 
go to the dead letter office, special atten- 
tion having been paid to the reclosing 
and distributing of them and the making 
plain of blurred addresses which the 
moidnre had made somewhat lodiatiad.

"All the girls who have recently come 
bdore tu to be placed by th* court hav* 
b*ea aent to tUa pkc*, and I caa oay 
that I bell*T* Ito aiothoda for rodaiming 
th* wayward ar* aaparfor toSthoae of any 
other dmliar htfme in Los {Angeles, 
should like to see it succeed Jand can not 
praise it too much. Most of those we 
have sent to this home must have goue 
to Whitlier if theGood Shepherdjhad not 
been open to them, and I deem fit for- 
tunate that such a place ia provided. In 
most of such institutions girls are kept 
as inmates only through thdr]own con 
sent, but with this the conditions are 
different. Young women who|are f oaad 
incorrigible may be committed by the 
court or br tbdr parents, andjthey must 
remain attUl released by thOaSame au 
thority. I have not known offa girl who 
has escaped from the home, and this can 
not be said of any of the other'rescuc in- 
stitutions. The Sisters keep a'close watch 
on the Inmatea, but so far as'my observa- 
tion has gone it leads me to^believe that 
they hold the girl* by kia daet t, ' aad aot

oocaaiott one which will not aoon ba 
forgotten. The members of the 
Ancient Order have reason to feel 
proud of the occasion. Details of 
the event appear daewhera in onr 
local columns. 

The Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, 
which was organised in Philadelphia 
in 1771, but only recently organ 
ized in I.onisville, gave a banquet 
at the Restaurant Vatel. Interest 
addresses were delivered by 
known Irish-Americans. This 
iy, organized before the Ameri 
(revolution by patriotic Irishmen 
^all creeds, still flvnrishea and is 
^ery strong in the Bast. George 
Washington was a member in his 
time and President Roosevelt is now 
a member.

THE STARSPANQLED BANNER. 

Reference has heretofore been 
made in theae columns to the at- 
tempts of Anglomaniacs in the 
1 United States to make us forget 
that we ever had a Kevolutioa or 
lat the Dedaration of Independ- 
ce was ever written. If these 
legenerate Americans had their 
ray they would strike from the 
dedaration the atatement that the 
king of England, George III., had 
plundered our seas, burned our 
towns and distroyed the lives of 
onr people. 

The British propaganda in this 
country has succeeded in some of 
the States in having onr national 
anthem, "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner," mutilated to suit their whims. 
The lines in which the author of 
"The Star Spangled Banner" re- 
fera to the failnre of the British to 
carry out their scheme of revenge 
on Baltimore in the war of 181 2 
were diminatcd from tha song in 
the school books printed in many 
places.

There was npit a dissenting vote 
on this resolution. The State Board 
of Education will see to it that the 
mutilated verses is not printed in 
Indiana aehool booka. 



SQUARB DEAL. 



It looks like the Democratic 
organisation in Louisville and 

Jefferson county will give every 
candidate a square deal in the 
primary election which is to be 
held on April 25. The election is 
to be held under the proteLtion of 
the Carroll primary election law, 
and fratid or intimidation at the 
polls is denounced by this law as 
infamous, and the offenders may 
be punished the same as if the 
offense was committed at a regular 
election. 

There has been a great deal of 
talk about the nominations being 
cnt and dried, but this is absurd. 
Certain Democratic leaders, tbe 
Mayor for instance, have declared 
for certain men who have 
annonnoad for office, but it does 
not follow that these leaders can 
dictate the nominations, or will try 
to do so. If a candidate has ele- 
menta of atrength stronger than 
the Mayor and other leaders he can 
go in and win a nomination. In 
other words, every vote cast for a 
candidate will be counted, and the 
strongest men will get the nomina- 
tions regardless of who the leaders 
are for. Intercat in the primary is 
increasinx and new candidates are 
mentioned almost daily. Some are 
receptive candidates, but by April 
10, the last day when announce- 
meats may be made, there will be a 
number on the list who are not now 
announced.

The death of Cardinal Steinbuber, 
which took pUce last week, has increased 
to ten the Tacanciea in the College of 
Cardlnala, and it ia the oommon opinion 
that the Pope can net d^y mnch longer 
the holding of the eonaiakorT. which waa 
announced to take place aoma time be- 
fore Baster Sunday. Cardinal Stdahnbcr 
was the only member of the sacred col- 
lege belonging to the Jesuit order, which, 
being the moat powerful order in the 
church, is never left long without repre- 
sentation among the Cardinals, so that 
•Iso for this reason every one ia expect* 
ing the consistory will take plaee before 
the end of the month. 

I^aat Sunday there errived In Rome 
Prince Max of Saxony, who^ as ia |eaer 
ally known, embraced the priesthood 
some years ago and after spending 
several years as a worker in the slums of 
London was appointed professor in a 
German Catholic university. Prince Max 
is a younger brother of the King of 
Saxony, and as it has been the custom of 
the church for centuries to elevate all 
near r<lativea of the reigning kings who 
have taken up the ceclaaiarticel career 
to the higheat honora ia the diureh it ia 
aald to be the intention of Plus X. to 
make the yooog prieet a Caidiael very 
soon. 

The late Tope intended to take this 
step and was only prevented by the ob- 
jections raised by French officials, who 
protested against any increase in the 
number of German Cardinals. As such 
an objection can not cpnsistently be 
bSMv^* B^*' l>T ^* French Government, 
on ecconnt of the strained rdationa with 
the ehurOh, there ia so doubt entertained 
that Plna X. will thua honor the Saxon 
Prince at the coming conalatory or aomc 
time during the year. 

It is surmised that in view of the agree- 
ment recently entered into with the Ger- 
man Government to have a German 
Cardinal curia reside in Rome, Prince 
>laz may be the personage chosen for 
the poeition, which is to counteract in 
some way French influences represented 
in Kome by Cardinal Matthieu, who waa 
espedallT appointed to thia poaitioa at 
the requeat of hie Oovemment. Prince 
Max ia especially adapted lor the place, 
as his birth, education snd training par- 
ticularly fit liiin for a semi-diplomatic 
post. He speaks several languages, 
Biuong them Ivuglish, an accomplishment 
which will be of much use to him in 
Rome. He is rather young yet to be a 
prince of the church, but this objection 
to hia nomination ia olbet 1^ hie royal 
birth end aainUy life. 

One thing la oertaia, and that iathat 
Plux X. will not meet with economical 
difiBculties in promoting the Saxon prince 
to the dignity of Cardinal, as the court 
of Saxony is ready to provide a magnifi- 
cent income for the only member of the 
family who is to be highly honored. 
There is also a probability that a Cardi- 
nal may be selected from among the 
Hungarian prelatca. It baa been the 
custom to have elweya two nativee of 
Hungary ia the Saend College, bat et 
preaeot there ie only one. Cerdlmil Vaa- 
zary. 

Before the death of the late Pope pres- 
sure WBS brought to bear at the Vaticaa 
for the promotion of the Bishop of Brlau, 
Mgr. Samassa, but for some reason the 
late Pope refused to make the nomina- 
tion. Recently, however, negotiations 
have been pending between the Austrian 
Goverameat and the Vatican for the 
aelrction of the AnthMahop ef Traaayl- 
vania. Mgr. Kajlalk, for the honor, and 
it is probable thet this prelate, who is 
very favorably kaown at the Vatican, 
will be selected as an additional member 
of the Sacred College. 

It ia stated that for the moment at 
least Pope Pius X. will not nominate any 
other foreign Cardinals, ai> he doea not 
wish to fill any more vacandes in the 
Sacvd College than absolutely ncccaaary, 
and that with the exceptioa of Mgr. Cag- 
iaao de Asevedo, the p ree ent Magglor- 
domo, there will not be aaothec Italian 
Cardinal nominated before next Christ- 
mas, at the December conMstory. 

All talk about the nomination of a 
Cardinal from South America ia founded 
on imagination only, as there is no 
necessity for such a promotion, and the 
condition of the church in the South 
American Republics renders the bestowal 
of such an honor on a South American 
prelate ahaelately ^ndaeirable. Bvery 
Wedaaaday and Friday the Cerdinela 
raaident ia Room amsmble et theVeti* 
can to attend the Lenten se rm o ns 
preached bv the new spostle chaplain. 
Pius X. himself waa present this week, 
aa he was last year, bnt bis presence was 
not known, as he was sitting in an 
adjoining door, bidden from the view of 
the aasembled Cardinala by a Krecn. 
Thla cnatom has been adopted from time 
Immemnrial, in order to aput the Pope 
any emberreaament which might ariaa 
from the allusions to the Pope's duties.

GBRIil Un IS HOW STROBG 



For the last six years it has been evi- 
dent that Germany is determined upon 
a policy of expansion which, in the 
nature of things, mnst bode oo good for 
some power. Which power ie to become 
the victim is aot yet appareat, bat there 
ia ao doabt thet ia ItttghiBd the priiphet 
who haa exitedly werned the Brlttth em- 
pire to beware haa a large following. 
Figures show that gains sre constantly 
being made by Germany in shipping, 
while there is a corresponding falling off 
in British traile and cargo carrying. At 
the present time the competition, while 
not scute, gives ample Justification for 
alarm, writaa the Berlin eomepoadeat 
of the Chle^ Triboae. 

In the cooiee of e remerkeUe epecch, 
made at a diaaer ia Bnglaad eerly last 
month, worthy of aote priadpally by 
reason of the fact that it was made by 
the civil lord of the British odmirality, 
who, while not the highest authority, ia 
so close to that authority that his words 
came like an official utterance, the 
speaker, Arthur Lee, warned his hearers 
that "England had now to look with 
more anxiety, though not fear, toward 
the North aea. It waa for that reason 
that the British fleeU had been distrib- 
uted," end edded, "if vrar shonld unhap- 
pily be dedered the British navy would 
get ita blow in first, before the other side 
hsd time to even read in the papers that 
war had been declared." That was the 
first intimation the world had of a crisis 
between Germany and Great Britain, 
which is uow known to have been acute 
just after the announcement of the Brit* 
ish fleeU' redistribption in the middle of 
December. 

Germany bee little excuse for distribut- 
ing her naval forcea. It has been truly 
said the German navy ia alwaya mobilized 
and has been instructed and trained to 
deliver the first blow, the value of which 
has been made apparent in the present 
war in the Far East, yet twice late last 
year, just after the Dogger bank incident 
and after the British admiralty's redis- 
tribution of the British fleet, the Germsn 
nsvy wss more effectively mobilised snd 
reedy to set out against the Bngliah 
eoaat. That Bnglaad hae her enapidons 
of Oeramny no one who has watched the 
Oermen darire, one may say necessity, 
for expansion can doubt. An Rnglish 
writer feels sure that Germany will at- 
tempt "when England is unready" to 
wrest from her some of her possessions. 
It has been repeatedly pointed out that 
Germany has the choice of four methods 
of achieving her neceasary expansion: 

Firat— The abaorptlon of Holland or 
Austria, ndtber preposition bdag pertic- 
ularly hopeful et this time. 

Second— A war with Prance, which, is 
extremdy improbeble and unlikely to 
prove as profitable as it once was. 

Third— The sdsure of Constantinople 
and the Dardanelles, a proposition with 
so many elements of danger in it that 
even so courageous a {nan as the German 
Emperor might aot have the boldnew to 
attempt it 

Foartb— A war with Bnglaad. If, by 
a awlft aMwemeat, the Oermaa fleet 
could overcome the Bngliah home fleet 
and land aome of his legions the Ksiser 
might be able to dictate bis own terms. 
Hia army is recognized as a most admir- 
able fighting machine, and if his theoret- 
ically admirable fleet could catch Eng- 
land unready the thing is not looked 
npon aa impossible. 
Germany will always be prepared to 
any oMve Bnglaad makee. 

PRI BST'S VBSTMBNTS.

Five— The stole is a narrow band which 
hangs down from the neck and is crossed 
on ..be priest's breaat. It repreaenta the 
oorda with which our Lord 'a neck waa 
bonad after his condemnation.
